SEEDLING  DAFFODILS  (MIXED)  FOR  NATURALIZING 

For  the  past  ten  years  we  have,  as  a  hobby,  been  growing  daffodils  from  seed.  This  is  the 
way  all  the  new  and  improved  varieties  of  daffodils  are  developed.  No  two  seedlings  will  be 
exactly  alike  when  they  bloom  for  the  first  time  six  or  seven  years  after  the  seed  is  planted. 
It  then  takes  three  blooming  seasons  to  establish  the  variety.  After  that,  the  flower  from 
that  bulb  will  always  be  the  same  and  its  offsets  or  slabs  will  produce  the  same  flower  as 


the  mother  bulb. 

As  our  seedling  plot  has  become  quite  an 
extensive  planting  (10,000  bloomed  in  it  this 
spring),  we  have  decided  to  dispose  of  part  of 
the  planting  at  very  attractive  prices. 

In  this  assortment  most  of  the  daffodils 
will  be  large  flowers  of  the  long  trumpet  type, 
but  a  very  few  have  short  cups.  You  will  find 
all  shades  of  yellow,  long  trumpet  daffodils 
similar  to  King  Alfreds:  bi-color  daffodils  with 
creamy  white  petals  and  trumpets  of  various 
shades  of  yellow.  There  will  be  huge  frilled 
trumpets,  long  straight  trumpets,  short  wide 
trumpets:  all  shades  of  yellow  daffodils,  cream 
colored  daffodils,  and  even  some  all  white  ones; 
large  ones  and  smaller  ones.  Most  of  them 
will  be  as  large  or  larger  than  the  King 
Alfred  and  Spring  Glory  varieties;  some  will  be 
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smaller,  but  all  are  unexcelled  for  naturalizing, 
borders,  or  cutting. 

In  fact,  this  is  an  extra  special  mixture  that 
has  attracted  many  favorable  comments  by  all 
the  visitors  who  have  seen  them  in  bloom  here 
at  the  farm.

NARCISSUS  —  DAFFODILS  —  JONQUILS 


The  terms  “Narcissus”  and  “Daffodils”  are  interchangeable;  there  exists  a  tendency  to 
apply  the  name  “Daffodil”  to  the  varieties  in  which  the  trumpet  or  crown  is  as  large  or  larger 
than  the  petals  (perianth);  while  the  name  “Naicissus”  is  usually  used  for  the  varieties  having 
small  cups  or  crowns.  Jonquils  are  also  a  tyre  of  Narcissus;  they  usually  bear  their  flowers 
in  clusters  and  have  rush-like  foliage.  Many  of  the  Jonquil  Hybrids  have  only  the  single 
flower  and  ordinary  foliage.  The  name  “Naicissus”  is  correct  for  any  or  all  of  the  different 
types.

A  Few  Suggestions  for  Growing 
Daffodils 

They  will  thrive  in  any  well  drained  garden 
soil.  Prepare  the  soil  deeply,  12  inches  or  more 
is  best.  Plant  at  least  6  inches  deep,  extra  large 
bulbs  are  better  planted  7  or  8  inches  deep. 
(Some  varieties  make  larger  bulbs  than  others.) 
No  manure  should  come  in  contact  with  the 
bulb.  If  the  soil  needs  fertility,  use  bone  meal 
at  the  rate  of  one-fifth  pound  to  the  square 
yard.  This  should  be  thoroughly  mixed  with 
the  soil  under  the  bulb. 

A  mulch  of  straw  or  leaves  will  be  beneficial 
in  very  severe  climates.  If  the  mulch  is  applied 
after  the  first  freeze,  it  will  prevent  thawing 
and  heaving. 
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JUNGFRAU.  E.  One  of  the  most  popular  ol 
the  new  white  trumpets.  Pure  cream  white 
perianth  with  a  pale  primrose  trumpet.  A 
strong  grower,  very  tall,  fine  propagator 
and  great  show  flower.  Each  15c;  doz.  $1.50. 

LA  VESTALE.  E.  Perianth  of  pure  ivory 
white;  trumpet  a  deep  creamy  yellow.  The 
flower  is  delicate  in  appearance  but  is  of 
extra  good  substance  and  lasts  well;  fine 
stems.

The  water  requires  changing  occasionally, 
a  little  powdered  charcoal  added  to  the  water, 
helps  to  keep  it  fresh.  The  earlier  the  bulbs 
are  planted,  the  longer  the  time  required  for 
rooting;  December  plantings  root  very  quickly. 
Soleil  d’Or  will  give  best  results  if  not  brought 
into  heat  until  the  buds  start  to  show.
